With the close of the 1966-1967 Annual Juniata College Fund it is my 
very pleasant task to pay tribute to all those who made possible the 
completion of our most ambitious goal, the $5,350,000 Development 
Program launched in 1961. Six short years have recorded once more 
our joint commitment to the liberal arts tradition, our concern for 
appropriate surroundings and our dedication to the principles of the 
founders. 

The six years of the Development Program have seen the Juniata 
student population grow by 33%, the faculty by 53%, while the operating 
budget has now reached $3,200,000. 

Attractive and functional buildings added to the campus during 
these six years include the L. A. Beeghly Library, containing the W. 
Emmert Swigart Treasure Room; the Shoemaker Galleries, dedicated 
in April, 1964, providing exhibition areas in the Carnegie Building for 
both college and community; the Brumbaugh Science Center, widely 
acclaimed as one of the finest facilities of its kind; and the new Aca- 
demic Classroom Center scheduled to be opened this winter. There 
are four new student residences, improved heating and maintenance 
plant and a new athletic field. 

As demands for higher education increase, Juniata will continue 
to play its vital role. New challenges face us but we are confident, 
because of your continuing support, that we will keep pace with the 
needs, and will therefore, serve our constituency and carry the educa- 
tional goals of the founders into the future. 

I wish to recognize with grateful appreciation the helpful support 
of all volunteers and contributors who made possible the total giving 
for 1966-67 which amounted to $1,170,432.53. .

The second best year. The second time over 
one million dollars. These were the achieve- 
ments of the Juniata College Fund as it 
completed the $5,350,000 Development 
Program. 

1966-67 annual support for Juniata 
reached $1,170,492.53, exceeded only in 
1963-1964. The increase over last year’s 
receipts was recorded in the area of grants 
from foundations and industry as well as 
the government. 

This first separate publication on annual 
giving is designed to report to and recog- 
nize those who so generously contributed 
to the progress of Juniata. It points to the 
necessity for increasing support as the de- 
mands on higher education multiply. 

Reflecting continued concern for the 
quality of private education offered by Juni- 
ata, Alumni, Associates, Church and parents 
gave a total of $196,228.03. Included in this 
total was the Alumni contribution of $127,- 
600.77 the fourth highest in their history. 

“It is apparent,” Dr. Ellis has said, “that 
we must interpret the case for Juniata with 
increased emphasis and conviction. We 
must never forget that Juniata’s prime com- 
mitment is to a philosophy of private sup- 
port rather than a reliance on state and 
federal financing.” 

Juniata’s support from foundations, busi- 
ness and industry increased by more than 
$55,000 over the previous year while gifts- 
in-kind were, approximately $1,300 higher. 

The government grant of $570,951 was 


Total Giving 1966-67 
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for the building of the new Academic Class- 
room Center whose completion this winter 
will greatly strengthen the Division of So- 
cial Sciences and the Language Depart- 
ment. 

The percentage of Alumni giving was 
31%. This is almost the same as the previous 
year. While the national average is about 
20.7% the figures for Yale are 54% and for 
Harvard 40%. For its size Juniata has main- 
tained an excellent percentage of support 
from its Alumni. 

A comparison of the giving by classes 
has been reported annually during the 28 
year history of the Juniata Alumni Fund. 
The “ten best” have been identified in the 
categories of amount, number, average gift 
and percentage participation. 

This year the highest amount contributed 
was from the Class of 1933 with $11,467.12. 
First place in average contribution went to 
the Class of 1896 with $3,850. However the 
Class of 1921—as last year—maintained a 
fine record for amount contributed and 
average contribution. 

The Class of 1925 led in participation 
with 51%. Last year this Class was runner- 
up for first place. In the total number of 
contributors the Class of 1949 jumped 
ahead of last year’s leader, the Class of 
1950. 

In conclusion it should be noted that the 
average contribution to Juniata is $78.18 
or nearly double the national average for 
colleges and universities. 


Development 
Council Organized 


The Juniata College Development Council 
was established to widen the base of sup- 
port from all sources and to meet the press- 
ing needs of an expanding institution. 

New and additional resources are urgent- 
ly required. The Council provides a select 
body of knowledgeable volunteers to advise 
the administration in the development pro- 
gram. 

It is anticipated that the Council mem- 
bers will inform foundations, corporations 
and individuals about Juniata College, giv- 
ing them an opportunity to participate in 
the program of growth.

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Major Grants 


When special gifts are granted to Juniata 
College by foundations and government 
agencies, the results on campus are dra- 
matic. Thus, the long hours of travel, prep- 
aration and anxiety are forgotten as the 
results are achieved. 

The successful completion of the $5,350,- 
000 Development Program was assured 
when two distinguished foundations grant- 
ed Juniata $50,000 apiece. 

In December 1966 The Carthage Foun- 
dation of Pittsburgh granted $50,000 to be 
applied to the Development Program. The 
Foundation, with world-wide operations, 
had contributed to the Richard M. Simpson 
Scholarship. 

Also in December, 1966, the Richard 
King Mellon Foundation of Pittsburgh 
granted $50,000. The Foundation, funded 
by Lieutenant General Richard King Mel- 
lon of Pittsburgh in 1947, is widely known 
for its support to higher education. Total 
grants made by the Foundation in its 18 
years of operation total in excess of $31,- 
000,000. 

Under Title III of the Higher Education 


Act of 1965, Juniata College received a 
commitment of $30,000 for National Teach- 
ing Fellowships. As a result four National 
Teaching Fellows have been employed to 
replace Juniata faculty who are taking a 
leave of absence to do advanced study 
toward their doctorates. 

A note of appreciation to Dr. Willa B. 
Player, Director, Division of College Sup- 
port, U. S. Office of Education, from Mrs. 
Jane Gauvin, assistant professor of French, 
expressed the attitude of the faculty: 

“The obvious advantage in being able to 
do this study is that any increase in my 
knowledge will be reflected in my teaching. 
Juniata College will thus directly benefit 
from my personal improvement, for in the 
humanities the quality of our teachers is of 
primary importance.” 

Mrs. Gauvin, now in France, will study 
at the Institut des Professeurs de Francais 
al ‘Etranger. Assistant Professor Bruce R. 
Hirsch, chairman of the department of 
Music will complete his Ph.D. requirements 
at the University of Southern California at 
Los Angeles. Assistant Professor Ray L. 
Pfrogner, physics department, will study at 
the University of Delaware. Associate Pro- 
fessor Wilfred C. Fagot, mathematics de- 
partment, will study at The Pennsylvania 
State University.
